many other Industrial Workeis of the Woild were convicted 
in 1918 of attempting lo obstruct the government's piosecu-l 
lion of the wai. All weie senl lo a federal penitentiary and | 
some of them served their sentences, (he others being hUer 
released on bail pending the outcome of an appeal. The Cii- 
cuit Court sustained their convictions, and'now Ihe Supreme 
Court of Ihe United Slates does Ihe same thing, much to ils 
credit and lo the satisfaction of the loyal people of Ihe coun- 
try. 
The flimsiness of the. giouncls oh which they appealed lo 


the Supreme Court is shown by (heir claim that (he evidence- 
against them was illegally obtained, "in that it was seized by I 
federal agents during a raid on Ihcir headquarleis wilhout 
search warrant or other court oider." 
' That was a nice pretext on which lo go lo the Supicnu.1 
Courl, and Hie ou'come, than which nothing else could have 
been expected, is highly gratifying lo all who believe in Ihe 
enforcement of law and the upholding of Ihe government i n , 
time of stress. The I. VV. \V. has been for yeais ,i menace lo 
industry .md to the coimliy, and it is right lhal the member^ 
convicted of inleifering with the piosecution of Ihe war should 
'pay (he penally they so richly eained. 


Bul (lie miserable organization has not yei cxlunislccl ils 


efforts locheal Ihe law. Its next move is lo be for a "general 
amnesty" for all who wheiuthc counliy was at war not only 
refused lo aid in the work to be done, bul did all thai was in j 
their power to place slicks under Ihe wheels and obstruct the' 
work of raising and equipping an army and sending it where it 
was sorely needed, virtually saying, "If this is treason, make 
the most of ti."
